Please amend Claim 1 1 to read as follows. 



1 1 . (Amended) A weather vane for measuring orientation of wind, comprising: 
a rotary base; 

f-s^ \^ a vane sensitive to the wind and fixed by a joint to the base; and 



a heater, shaped as a parallelpiped, inserted into the vane, wherein the vane is hollow 
and has an insertion orifice situated at the base of the vane which is large enough such that 
the heater can be inserted into the vane through the base of the vane.
